that cannot he too highly estimated by stu-
dents of the and any sttempt to
bring these treasnres within the means of
ordinary purchas 15 entitled to hivarty eom-
woendation and enconrngement. The series
of English Reprints edited by Mr, Edward
Arber is parlicularly worthy of the regards of
book buyers, not only beeanse of the intrin-
sie merits of the works themselves, but on
acconnt  of the very low price at
which « they are published, ‘The series
includes such books as Bir Thomas More's
“Utopin;" Milton's pamphlets on the liberty
of the press; Reiater  Doister. the first
Fnglish comedy. by Nicholas Udall; Ferrey
anwed  Porver, the first English tragedy:
Stephen Gosson's  “School  of  Abuase:”
Sir  Philip Sidney's “HApology for
Poetry;” John Belden's “Table Talk:” the
Duke of Buckingham's *“‘Rehearsal;” John
Lyly's “Euphnes;” Ioger Ascham's **School-
waster” and “Toxoplwolus;” George Putten-
ham's “Art of English Poetry,” and mnuy
others of equal wvalue and interest. These
works are carefully printed from the earliest
texts, which the editor has endeavored to re-
produce exactly, and they should be in the
library of every school or college that
makes any pretense to an English philologi-
cal course. The great drawback to the ex-
tensive civenlation of such books as thesa
has been the expensive style in which they
are issned. Mr. Arber's series, howevaer, is,
for the most part, in sixpenny and shilling

—The publication of Admiral Persano's
memwoirs has excited a very spirited disoussion
in the Italian press between the supporters of
Connt Cavour and the followers of Garibaldi.
Adwmiral Persano, with n zeal which possibly
Cavour himself might not thoroughly have
approved, has published doeuments to show
that the great statesman lent every nid and
support to the Garibaldian expedition to
Sicily. While maintaining the semblance of
amicable relations with the Government, and
having an neeredited minister, the Marquis of
Della Marina, at the Court of Naples, Cavour
was instructing the admiral in command of
the Bardiniam fleet to succor Garibaldi
in every possible way, and to convey to him
the warmest congratulations on his success
and every sssurance of personal sympathy,
Not impossibly feeling that these evi.
dences of support might in a measure detract
from the fame of those miraculous feats
which, with a mere handful of followers, Ga-
ribaldi accomplished, and jenlous that duy
part of his merited glory should be sseribed
to another, Garibaldi has been led to write a
letter to the press, in which he endeavors to
show that he met nothing from the Turin
Cubinet but coldness and obstrnetion, and
that until his success had become a great and
indisputable fact, the action of the Gavern-
ment never rose to anything more faverable
than lukewanuness, He instances as a proof
of this all the ditfieulties opposed to his ob-
taining the arms which the patrviotism and
libernlity of private citizen had placed at his
disposal, and shows that the expedition was
almost *atarved into failure.” "o this asser-
tion the Depuly Ginseppe Finza las now
replied in a long letter to the Opindone,
demonstrating clearly tha' Cavour was
opposed to sll  his  colleagues, more
or less, in his policy as regarded Gari-
baldi; that he econceded to the expedi-
tion all the support and aid it was possible to
accord it consistent with the attitude he
was Lound to maintain towards the Neapoli-
tan Government, and that in fact It was Mas-
gimo d'Azeglio who so strennously opposed
the concession of the arms stored in the St
Teresa Palace at Milan, from the dread lest
‘{hese woapons might unltimately find them-
gelves in very different hands from those of
Garibaldi's followers,” It is a ourious dis-

cussion throughout, and not the least strange |

part of it is the pmns taken by the admirers
aud followers of Cavour to show how strenu-
ously and warmly he supported that expedi-
tion. whose existence he was persistently ig-
noring to CUount l.ulzulf._tim Na.!:‘nlmhluu
envoy at Turin, and steadily assuring the
Ministers of other foreign Courts that he was
in 1o way associated with its intentions, If
Guribnldi st the time might have chafed
under {he impediments which menaced the
whole expedition, with the experionce of
cight yoars he might surely have gathered
that Cavour did all that he daved do, and
more, perbaps, than some would allow to be
compatible with good faith or loynl dealing.
